Total Sovernmental Revenues are 5% over prior year, driven by increases in other revenue, ad valorem
and consolidated taxes. Other revenue increased due to a $6 million $ettlement asresment with the $tate for
road rnaintenanee" Ad valorcm taxes are 4% over prior year. Consslidat*d taxes have been recsived far the
month of January and aro up 8% CIver prior year.

Total Governmsntal Hxpenditures increased 4% from pdor year. Personnel costs increased $8 million
over prior year due to 1.5-2% co$t of living adjustments and one{ime only reccgnition lump sum paymenl of
$1,000 for eligibl* employees. Services, supplies and other expenses increased by $Z million due to the
timing of transf*rs lo the Child Protective $ervices Fund for cash flow management and increased billings
from fqulpment Services. Capilal project spendinE decreased by $3 million due to the timing of projecls"

Total Sovernmental Fund Balances increased
$2$ millian yearto-date and $6 million year sver
year.

Spe*ial Revenue Funds increased $7 million
year-to-date year due primarily tCI a $tate
setllement agreement associated with County
claims for the distribution of certain propefiy
taxes. $0 rnillion of the settlement is in the form of
funding for ma.jor Washoe County road
maintenance projects, in the Roads Fund.

Fund balance in the General Fund increased $19
million year-to-date due to increases in both ad
valorern and consolidated taxes and a $2 million
sale of waier rights.
